THE OTHER POWEBS 


IN PLAN TO SQUEEZE CHINA 


QUESTION OP INDEMNITY DE- 


LAYS SETTLEMENT. 


UNITED STATES HOLDS FIRM 


WILL NOT BE DRIVEN OUT OP 


CONCEET OP POWERS. 


Washington, Nov. 20—The Chinese 


situation was the main topic under 
consideration 
at 
today's eatoinet 


meeting. 


The administration is not disposed 


to join with the other governments 
in making demands uponi the Chinese 
imperial authorities which the Chi- 
nese government cannot comply with. 


So far as our government is ad- 


vised, the foreign ministers at Pekin 
liave not yet agreed upon all points 
under discussion. 
MT. Conger has 


reported from time to time tihe vari- 
ous propositions under consideration, 
but he has not yet indicated that the 
end is at hand or that anything in 
the nature of an agreement has been 
reached upon which the various pow- 
ers might act, and which is to serve 
as a basis of negotiation with the 
Chinese authorities. 


Mr. Conger has not, however, been 


heard from for a week, and this fact 
Jhas caused some discouragement to 
the officials who expected that this 
/p>h'ase of the difficult Chinese question 
would soon be closed. 


(Having passed over the stage of 


proscription of the Chinese leaders 
wlio 'were responsible for the boxer 
outrages, the foreign ministers are 
Relieved now to 'be engaged with the 
difficult sulbjects of indemnifies and 
guarantees. 


The last United States proposition 


Was in line with the Russian pro- 
ject to allow the Hague commission- 
ers to adjust the indemnities. 


It is believed that this proposition 


has never commended itself to the 
British or the German government, 
and failing aucli a reference of the 
question of indemnity, it is believed 
that it will Ibe a most difficult task 
for the ministers at Pekfin to reach 
an 'agreement on this subject, partic- 
ularly in view of the existence of a 
very strong suspisioii otf tJhe motives 
of some of these ministers. 


Tblte apparent difference in orig- 


inal purpose between the United 
States government and some of the 
•other powers have operated to pre- 
vent a settlement 
of the Chinese 


question upon the (broad lines laid 
down in the state department's prop- 
osition. 
It is true that all of the 


powers subscribed a more -or less re- 
luctant assent to such proposals as 
look to the prevention o'f the partl- 
tioni of China and the guarantee of 
an "open ddor" to all comers, yet it 
Ibegins to appear from, the course of 
tlhe negotiations 'that either these 
promises were not sincere in all cases 
or that some of the makers honestly 
have changed their minds as to what 
shall be done -for the present in 
China. 


It may (be stated, (however, regard- 


less of -the embarrassments and de- 
lays that follow from the existence 
of this state of affairs, that the 
United States, government does not 
propose to be driven out of the con- 
cert relative to China at this; juncture 
in the negotiations; for, notwith- 
standing the wish cherished lby the 
administration to free the govern- 
ment froin these entanglements at 
the earliest possible moment, and in 
the desire to withdraw entirely our 
military froces from 'China, it has 
definitely been determined that this 
shall not 'be done until all proper in- 
terests of the United States in China 
(have been conserved.

HOT WEATHER IN FITTSBURG. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Nov. 20,—The heat 


of the past three days caused much 
suffering among the mill -men, and 
one case of prostration is reported, 
Aleander Jacobson was overcome 
with heat while at work in the Na- 
tional Rolling mill, facKeesport His 
condition is serious and he Is not ex- 
pected to lire. It is raining today 
and a cold wave 1$ predicted. 


Two hundred girls who have been 


employed at the Paragon Shirt Waist 
factory on East Columbia street are 
out on a strike, and say they are 
determined not to return to work 
until their demands for an increase 
in the wage scale are adjusted. 


The walk-out occurred at 9 o'clock 


this morning and the striking forces 
comprise nearly all the girls who 
have been employed in making the 
bodies of waists. There is said to 
be no trouble in other departments 
of the tbig 
factory, and they are 


working as usual, though the insti- 
tution is seriously crippled by the 
afbsence of the girls who quit this 
morning. 
Only a few of the force 


of girls in the body-rooms remained 
at work. 


MARCHED DOWN STREET. 


The ation of the girls this morning 


was quiet, concerted find orderly. On 
reaching the factory they declined 
to go to work until the arrival of 
Manager HacDongal, and 
awaited 


him in the lower rooms of the fac- 
tory. When he arrived the girls say 
he declined to grant the advance in 
price they had previously asked, and 
told those who did not desire to go 
to work to go home. 


About two hundred girls, compris- 


ing a vaeit majority of the body- 
makers and about two-thirds of the 
entire number of employes of the en- 
tire factory, quietly donned their 
wraps and left the -building. In a 
solid phalanx they marched down 
Columbia street to 
Calhoun 
and 


thence south on that thoroughfare 
escorting several of their number TO 
theii homes on the south side. 


The trouble arose over the question 


of wages to <be paid the body-makers 
for some- of the cheaper varieties of 
the new style waists for next sea- 
sou's trade, and it first came to the 
surface on Saturday. 


WANT MORE MONEY, 


The girls say the whole difficulty 


is due to the fact that the prices fixed 
for the manufacture of the new styles 
of waists are not sufficient to enable 
them to make fair wages. The man- 
ufacture of these goods has just com- 
menced. Styles change radically 
with the seasons, and at the opening 
of the season's work it is customary 
for the management to fix a price 
per dozen for the manufacture of 
each particular style, based upon the 
amount of labor required on each 
garment. 


It is said the collar girls were the 


first to go to the management with 
their grievance, asking 25 cents per 
dosen for the work. This grievance 
was adjusted by the factory agreeing 
to pay 20 cents per dozen and to do 
the creasing of collars. 
This was 


accepted as a compromise and the 
collar girls are at work* 


The girls who make the (bodies say 


they were not so successful in secur- 
ing an advance, and hence the strike 
this morning. They say that for the 
three particular 
styles 
of waists 


upon which objection is based to tne 
price, the factory offered 63, 68 and 
70 cents respectively, and that they 
ask 65, 70 and 75 cents for the work, 


WAS TALKED MONDAY.

HE WAS OVERCOME BY DAMPS 


FELL LIFELESS TO THE BOTTOK 


OF A WELL. 


SAD AFFAIR ON TAM STREET 


POLICE REMOVE THE REMAINS 


FHOM THE WELL. 


Charles Liebig, a mason well ad- 


vanced in years, met death by damps 
in a well at his- residence at the cor- 
ner of Tarn and Winter streets, short- 
ly before 2 o'clock this afternoon. 


The well in which laetoig lost his 


life was an old-fashioned dug well 
which !had gone dry, and with the 
aid of tw'o neighbors ILiefbig started 
this afternoon to (clean out the well. 
A. windlass was used and Idebig 
stepped into the bucket to 'be lowered 
into the well. 
When but a part of 


the way down (Lielbiig discovered 
"damps" in- the well and called to 
his companions to faring him to the 
surface. 


Before this could be done the noxi- 


ous gas overcame the unfortunate 
man. His hands released their grasp 
upon the rope and he plunged to the 
bottom of the well. The terrified spe«- 
tatora who soon gathered were power- 
less to aid the unconscious man1 and 
a hurried call was sent fox the po- 
lice ambulance and grappling ap- 
paratus. 


Liebig expired almost the moment 


his body touched the bottom of the 
well, and the remains were later re- 
covered by the 
grappling hooks.

Was called and left for the scene at 
2:30 o'clock.

Washington, Nov. 20—The Chinese 


situation was the main topic under 
consideration,

meeting. 


The administration is not disposed 


to join -with the other government 
in making demands upon, the Chinese 
imperial authorities -which .the Chi- 
nese government cannot comply with. 


So far as our .government i's ad- 


vised, the foreign ministers at Pekiu 
have not yet agreed upon all points 
under discussion. 
Mr. Conger has 


reported from, time to time tihe vari- 
ous propositions under consideration, 
but he has not yet indicated that the 
end is at hand or that anything in 
the nature of an agreement has been 
reached -upon which the various pow- 
ers might act, and -which is .to serve 
As a basis of negotiation with the 
Chinese authorities. 


Mr. Conger lias not, however, -been 


heard from for a week, and this fact 
lias caused some discouragement to 
the officials who expected that this 
/ph'ase of .the difficult Chinese question 
•would soon be closed. 


'Ilnv'ing passed over the stage of 


proscription, of the Chinese leaders 
•who 'were responsible for the boxer 
outrages, the foreign [ministers are 
'believed now to be engaged -with -tlie 
difficult subjects of indemnities and 
guarantees. 


The last United States proposition 


•was in line with the Russian pro- 
ject !to allow the 'Hague commission- 
ers to adjust the Indemnities. 


It is believed that this proposition 


has never commended itsel-f to -the 
"British or tho German government, 
nnd fail'ing such n reference of the 
question of indemnity, it is believed 
that it will ibe a most difficult task 
•for the ministers at Pekiin to reach 
an agreement on this subject, partic- 
ularly in view of the existence of a 
very strong1 s us pis ion. af the motives 
of some of these ministers. 


Thlis apparent difference in. orig- 


inal purpose -between the United 
States government and some of the 
ether powers liave operated to pre- 
vent a settlement 
of the Chinese 


question upon the (broad lines laid 
down in. the state department's prop- 
osition. 
It is true that all of the 


powers subscribed a more or less re- 
luctant assent to such proposals aa 
look to the prevention of the parti- 
tion of China and the guarantee of 
an "open ddor" to all comers, yet it 
begins to appear from ithe course of 
the negotiations that either these 
promises were not sincere in all cases 
or that some of the makers honestly 
have changed their minds as to what 
shall be done for the present in 
'China. 


It may'be stated, however, regard- 


less of .the embarrassments and de- 
lays that follow from the existence 
of this state of affairs, that the 
United States government does not 
propose to be driven out of the con- 
cert relative to China at this juncture 
in the negotiations; for, notwith- 
standing the wish, cherished1 'by the 
ndministration to free the govern- 
ment froni these entanglements nt 
tlie earliest possible moment, and in 
the desire to withdraw entirely our 
military froces 'from. -China, it has 
definitely been determined that this 
shall not -be done until all proper in- 
terests of the United States in China 
•have been conserved.

true ally and well-wisher of Persia 
for generations, and that there is no 
power in the world 'that is more 
anxious for the 
integrity cf the 


shah's dominions. 


It is an understood fao.t that Eng- 


land would sooner see Russia take 
Constantinople than 
allow 
her to 


have an outlet in the 'Persian gulf— 
for 'the safety of our Indian empire. 
Fortifying Pcrsi-an ports at the insti- 
gation -and expense of Russia, there- 
fore, means that Russia intends con- 
verting1 them to her own use sooner 
or later.

progress in Persia,

Such a pool or clearing house 
might follow one &f a dozen different 
outlines, either of which would be 
infinitely superior to the present 
•method of hand-ling cars, and it 
rould not take a long time .under the 
management tff an efficient car dis- 
;ributer to .work otilt the (plan best 
adapted to n'ccom'p'Hsh the desired re- 
sult 


In order to illustrate the strength 


of the above argument, to-wit: That 
the adoption, of the "at home" plan 
for all cars wherever located would 
result in n'd-dlng to the available 
iquipment o£ the road, reference is 
had to the latest report on caranave- 
nent &t one of the large systems.
